Lawmakers Move to Unite on Taxes 


Outlines of economic 
plan would extend 
rates, jobless benefits 

Washington 

Their political options limited, Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans appeared to 
unite Sunday behind the outlines of 
an economic package that would tem- 
porarily extend expiring tax rates as 
well as jobless benefits for millions 
of Americans. 

Differences remained over details, 
and some Democrats continued to 
object to any plan that would contin- 
ue Bush-era tax rates at the highest 
income levels. 

Without action, however. Con- 
gress faced the prospect of letting 
the tax rates revert to higher pre-2001 
and 2003 levels, and delivering a tax 
hike to all taxpayers. Negotiations 
between the Obama administration 
and a bipartisan group of lawmak- 
ers centered on a two-year extension 
of current rates. 

At the same time, Friday’s jump 
in the unemployment rate to 9.8 per- 
cent added pressure on Republicans to 
accede to President Obama’s demand 
that Congress extend unemployment 
insurance for a year. 

“I think most folks believe the rec- 
ipe would include at least an exten- 
sion of unemployment benefits for 
those who are unemployed and an

Finding Middle Ground 

Republicans have insisted that any extension of 
jobless aid be paid for with cuts elsewhere in the 
federal budget. The White House opposes that, 
saying such cuts are economically damaging dur- 
ing a weak recovery. Senate Republican lead- 
er Mitch McConnell on Sunday said that “all of 
those discussions are still under way.” But Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, said Republicans would like- 
ly cede that point to the Democrats, (ap) 


Possible Compromise 

The movement toward a possible 
compromise came after Republicans 
blocked Democratic efforts in the 
Senate on Saturday to extend the cur- 
rent tax rates on all but the highest 
income levels. Republicans prefer ex- 
tending all the tax rates permanently, 
a prospect that also can’t win legisla- 
tive approval and that Obama would 
be sure to veto. (AP) 


extension of all of the tax rates for 
all Americans for some period of 
time,” said Sen. Jon Kyi of Arizona, 
the Senate’s Republican negotiator 
in tax talks between lawmakers and 
the Obama administration. 

Some economists suggest that 
short-term deficit spending is appro- 
priate to boost the economy as long as 
lawmakers plan to address increasing 
deficits in the years ahead. 

Mark Zandi, an economist who 
has advised Democrats and Repub- 
licans, said the cost of unemploy- 
ment insurance in 2011, for instance, 
could be paid for over the following 
three years. 

“You’re then providing the stim- 
ulus in 2011 and you don’t have the 
downside on the deficit in the long 
run, which is what matters for eco- 
nomic growth,” Zandi, chief econo- 
mist at Moody’s Analytics, said in an

While the Beat Goes On 


Doctors use high-tech 
boxes to keep hearts 
ticking for transplant 

Los Angeles 

Andrea Ybarra’s donated heart was 
beating rhythmically by the time 
she awoke from the grogginess of 
her surgery. 

Tub -dub. Tub -dub. Tub -dub. 
In fact, it was warm and pump- 
ing even before doctors trans- 
planted it. 

Ybarra belongs to a small group 
of people who have had a “beating 
heart” transplant, an experimen- 
tal operation that’s mostly been 
done in Europe. The donor heart 
is placed into a special box that 
feeds it blood and keeps it warm 
and ticking outside the body. 

“I felt peaceful when I woke up. I 
wasn’t scared,” recalled the 40-year- 


Medical Advances 

It may sound a 

bit macabre, more 
like an Edgar Allan 
Poe story. The new 
high-tech heart box 
circulates blood 
from the donor to the heart so that it 
continues throbbing while in transit. 
Based on some success overseas, the 
University of California, Los Angeles 
is currently heading an experiment 
that compares the safety and ef- 
fectiveness of the new preservation 
method versus the standard cooler. 

If the new technology succeeds in 
preserving hearts longer, it could 
change the field, experts say. (ap) 


old from Los Angeles who suffers 
from lupus. “It felt like the heart was 
a part of me all the time.” 

Research has shown that the 


longer it takes to remove a heart 
and transplant it, the greater the 
patient’s chance of death or heart 
disease. But what if a heart could 
beat on its own after removal from 
a cadaver? 

“The rush factor will be taken 
out. I can go all the way to the West 
Coast to get a heart,” said Dr. Bruce 
Rosengard of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, who performed the 
first beating heart transplant in the 
United Kingdom in 2006. 

It may also potentially help ease 
the organ shortage crisis. About 
3,000 Americans are on the heart 
transplant waiting list. 

The thinking is that hearts may 
be in better condition if they’re kept 
beating instead of being cooled in ice. 
And if hearts can be monitored out- 
side the body, proponents say, this 
may help increase the organ pool by 
allowing less-than-perfect hearts to 
be transplanted, alicia chang (ap)

A Nuclear Self-Sufficient Iran?

With talks looming, 
country now touts 
its uranium capacity 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran delivered a resolute message 
Sunday on the eve of talks with six 
world powers: We’re mining our 
own uranium now, so there is no 
stopping our nuclear ambitions. 

The Islamic Republic said it has 
produced its first batch of locally 
mined uranium ore for enrichment, 
making it independent of foreign 
countries for a process the West 
fears is geared toward producing 
nuclear arms. 

Regardless of the U.N. sanctions 
over the program, “our nuclear 
activities will proceed and they will 
witness greater achievements in the 
future,” Iranian nuclear chief Ali 
Salehi told state-run Press TV. 

Western officials downplayed 
the announcement, saying it had 
been expected and that Iran did 
not have enough ore to maintain 
the large-scale enrichment pro- 
gram that Tehran says it is build- 
ing as a source of fuel for a net- 


work of nuclear reactors. 

Sunday’s announcement makes 
clear that Iran does not consider 
uranium enrichment to be up for 
discussion. 

Monday’s talks in Geneva, the 
first in more than a year, are meant 
to lay the cornerstone for establish- 
ing trust about its nuclear inten- 
tions. The ultimate aim of the U.S., 
Russia, China, Britain, France and 


Germany is to commit Tehran to 
give up enrichment because of its 
potential for nuclear arms. 

Since Iran’s clandestine enrich- 
ment program was discovered eight 
years ago, Iran has resisted both 
rewards — offers of technical and 
economic cooperation — and four 
sets of increasingly harsh U.N. 
sanctions, meant to force it to freeze 
its enrichment program. 



Making Cake 

Uranium enriched to low grades 

is used for fuel in nuclear reactors, 
but further enrichment makes it 
suitable for atomic bombs. On Sun- 
day, Iran touted its capacity to mine 
and process uranium ore concen- 
trate, known as yellowcake. In the 
past, it acquired yellowcake from 
South Africa, and from China, long 
before U.N. sanctions outlawed such 
business with Iran. (AP) 


Salehi, head of the Atomic Ener- 
gy Organization of Iran and also 
the country’s vice president, denied 
that local stocks were lacking and 
said the step meant Iran was now 
self-sufficient over the entire nucle- 
ar fuel cycle — from extracting ura- 
nium ore to enriching it and pro- 
ducing nuclear fuel, (ap)

Foreign Insurgents 
On the Rise in Iraq 


Official: Al-Qaeda’s 
inability to recruit 
Iraqis seen in uptick 

Baghdad 

Intelligence officials say foreign 
fighters have been slipping back 
into Iraq in larger numbers recent- 
ly and may have been behind dev- 
astating attacks this year, reviving 
a threat the U.S. military believed 
had been almost eradicated. 

It is impossible to verify the 
numbers of foreign insurgents 
entering the country, but one Mid- 
dle Eastern intelligence official 
estimated recently that 250 came 
in October. 

U.S. officials play down the 
threat, saying the figure is far 
lower, but acknowledge an increase 


since August. 

On Sunday, security official 
Maj. Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi 
said Iraqi forces are seeking six 
foreign fighters who are suspected 
of involvement in the Oct. 31 siege 
of a Christian church that left 68 
people dead. 

They are among the country’s 
most wanted terrorists and are also 
suspected in two other attacks that 
killed a total of 73 people. 

“This indicates the failure of 
al- Qaeda leaders to recruit Iraq- 
is to carry out suicide attacks,” 
he said. 

Even at the height of the war, 
foreign fighters were considered 
a small percentage of the insur- 
gents in Iraq. But their presence 
encouraged donations from over- 
seas, and they made up some of the 
most extreme jihadists. (ap)

Security to Increase at Dunbar 



On Nov. 23, six Dunbar students were charged with raping a 15-year-old girl at school. 


DCPS chancellor says 
school’s culture ‘not 
eonducive to learning’ 

Washington 

Dunbar Senior High School will get 
new administrators and extra secu- 
rity this week to quell violence and 
disorder, two years after the school 
was placed under a private man- 
agement team by then- Chancellor 
Michelle A. Rhee. 

Interim Chancellor Kaya Hen- 
derson said that on two recent vis- 
its, students roamed the halls and 
many classrooms were in disarray. 
She also said “a huge beef’ involv- 
ing neighborhood groups Sursum 
Corda and Saratoga has spilled into 
the school. 

On Nov. 23, six students were 
arrested and charged with raping 
a 15-year-old girl in an unoccu- 
pied area of the sprawling school 


in Northwest. District prosecutors 
announced last week that the charg- 
es of first-degree sexual assault had 
been dropped but did not say what 
prompted the decision. Henderson 
said concerns about the school pre- 


dated the alleged incident. 

“Things are really difficult at 
Dunbar this year,” Henderson said. 
“The school culture is not condu- 
cive to learning.” 

Friends of Bedford, the non- 


profit firm operating the school, 
was awarded a three-year contract 
to operate Dunbar in 2008 as part 
of a federally mandated effort to 
restructure three of the city’s poor- 
est-performing high schools. The 
group said it is a victim of politics 
and a public relations ploy designed 
to justify its ouster. 

Bedford chief executive George 
Leonard said the intervention Hen- 
derson is considering — including 
extra security — is what the firm 
requested after it took control of 
the school in the summer of 2009. 
Then, he said, the school was “a 
shambles.” Bedford officials also 
said the neighborhood disputes 
Henderson described had occurred 
outside the school. 

“She wants to have the part- 
nership phased out,” Leonard said. 
“We’re not going to be put in the 
position where she’s making us seem 
like we’re ineffective as a compa- 
ny.” (THE WASHINGTON POST) 


GWU to Allow 
Gender-Neutral 
Dorm Rooms 

Washington 

George Washington University will 
allow men and women to share 
dorm rooms starting next fall.

Cables reveal US. frustration over Gulf nations’ reluctance to cut off terror funds

Saudi Arabia has made “impor- 
tant progress” in aggressively try- 
ing to curtail the flow of funds to 
terrorist groups, but the oil-rich 
kingdom and its Gulf Arab neigh- 
bors still remain major sources of 
financing for militant movements 
such as al-Qaeda and the Taliban, 
according to leaked U.S. govern- 
ment documents. 

The findings, detailed in a 
series of internal U.S. diplomatic 
cables spanning a period of sev- 
eral years, paint a stark picture 
of Washington’s challenges in 
convincing key allies of the need 
to clamp down on terror fund- 
ing, much of which is believed 
to stem from private donors in 
those nations. 

But the cables, obtained and 
released by WikiLeaks, also offer 
a window into the delicate balanc- 
ing act Gulf governments must 
perform in cracking down on 
extremist sympathizers while not 
running afoul of religious charita- 
ble duties and casting themselves 
as U.S. stooges before an increas- 
ingly skeptical populace. 

“While the Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia (KSA) takes seriously the 
threat of terrorism within Saudi 
Arabia, it has been an ongoing chal- 
lenge to persuade Saudi officials to 
treat terrorist financing emanat- 
ing from Saudi Arabia as a strategic 
priority,” reads a December 2009 
memo from Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton. 

The cable said that while the 
kingdom has begun to “make 
important progress on this front, 
... donors in Saudi Arabia consti- 
tute the most significant source of 
funding to Sunni terrorist groups 
worldwide.” 

Saudi Arabia, the homeland of 
most of the Sept. 11 hijackers, has 
repeatedly come under fire from 


the U.S. for its sluggish response 
to cracking down on terror financ- 
ing. It has also been criticized for 
its reluctance to confront the fiery 
rhetoric espoused by some of its 
hardline clerics, which is seen as 
either directly or indirectly fuel- 
ing extremism. 

Many of the criticisms and 
observations made in the U.S. 
documents rehash — albeit more 


directly — previously stated Amer- 
ican concerns. 

In July 2009, President Obama’s 
special representative to Afghan- 
istan and Pakistan, Richard Hol- 
brooke, said the Taliban get more 
of their funding from wealthy Gulf 
donors than from the drug trade 
for which Afghanistan has long 
been famous. 

Similarly, officials have com- 


plained of direct donations by 
wealthy individuals, particularly 
during religious months such as 
Ramadan, or during the hajj. Com- 
pounding that issue has been the 
difficulty and reluctance to mon- 
itor charities, as well as the abun- 
dant informal money transfer net- 
works called hawala, or worker 
remittances. 

But Gulf governments, already 


maligned by al-Qaeda and other 
militant groups as U.S. lackeys, are 
likely to be unwilling to be seen as 
interfering with a Muslim’s reli- 
gious obligation to provide alms 
for the needy. 

The argument, ostensibly, is that 
individuals may often not be aware 
that they are providing funding to 
a group that fronts for a militant 
movement, tarek el-tablawy (ap)

I What do I get someone who has 
been unemployed for two years?

You don’t have to disclose all the 
details of your financial situation, 
but be honest. 

“There is nothing wrong with 
saying to your friends, ‘We are all 
time-strapped and economical- 


ly strapped these days; let’s just 
do lunch or let’s not give gifts,”’ 
Gottsman says. 

What about family? 

The same rules apply. Here, it’s 
especially important to set expec- 
tations ahead of time. Some fam- 
ilies stop giving gifts, give them 
only to children or set price limits 
to curb costs. 


If some family members won’t 
go for it, be honest with yourself 
and them, Whitmore said. 

“You can tell them, ‘This year I 
am going to have to bow out. You 
know I love you, but I really have 
to watch it,”’ she suggested. 

What if someone gives me a 
gift and i didn’t get him one? 

Ignore the desire to stammer and 
make up lame excuses, Gottsman 
says. Accept the gift and make 
sure to send a thank-you note or do 
something nice in exchange. 

Do i need to give gifts to the 
mail carrier and baby sitter? 

Use your best judgment. If this is 
someone you see regularly and he 
or she makes your life easier, a small 
gift is worth considering. The baby 
sitter who goes out of her way to 
make your life better? Sure. The mail 
carrier you’ve never met? No. 

Most important is to stay in 
your budget and remember you 
are acknowledging people and 
thanking them for their time.

Running to paydirt was as easy as 
running to daylight for the New 
York Giants. 

With the wind whipping around 
the New Meadowlands Stadium, 
the Giants turned to their back- 
field tandem of Brandon Jacobs 
and Ahmad Bradshaw. They turned 
Sunday’s meeting with the Wash- 
ington Redskins into a rout, rush- 
ing for all four touchdowns and 
200 yards in a 31-7 victory. 

Jacobs set the tone with a 
39-yard burst on New York’s second 
play from scrimmage.

This past week’s Grammy nomi- 
nations announcement had some 
asking “Who?” in regards to Best 
New Artist nominee Esperan- 
za Spalding, but the jazz bassist/ 
vocalist/composer has seen her 
share of the lime — er, purple — 
light.

NIH researchers seek currently depressed 
persons ages 18-55 to enroll in research studies 
evaluating how an FDA-approved drug, 
Scopolamine (for motion sickness) versus 
placebo can help with depression. In one study, 


the drug is given intravenously over 7-sessions 
(inpatient or outpatient), in the other the drug is 
given by patch over 12 sessions (outpatient). 
Participants must not be taking medications for 
three weeks prior to starting the study. 


The studies are conducted at the NIH Clinical Center in Bethesda^ Maryland^ and may include brain imaging 
and attention and memory tasks to help understand the role of some brain chemicals in depression.
